FRAUDULENT business failures in Chicago are to be 
investigated and the perpetrators of the frauds are to 
be prosecuted. Steps toward this end were taken at 
the last monthly meeting of the Chicago Association of 
Credit Men. It was voted to raise a fund of $20,000 
to push the investigation and prosecution growing out 
of fraudulent failures,.and $10,000 was subscribed at 
the meeting toward the project which has the indorse- 
ment of all of the 950 members. The credit men say 
that manufacturers, wholesalers, and banks represent- 
ed in the association, lose not less than $500,000 an- 
nually through fraudulent failures, which average, they 
estimate, between 200 and 300 each year. 








Tue foreign commerce of the United States in the 
fiscal year ended June 30 amounted to 3% billion dol- 
lars, speaking in very general terms, of 
Our Foreign which imports were valued at 11% billion 
Commerce. and exports at 1% billion dollars. To 
be more accurate the figures completed 
by the Bureau.of Statistics of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor show: imports, $1,557,854,854; ex- 
ports, $1,744,966,203 ; excess of exports over imports, 
$187,111,349. The imports were larger than in any 
preceding year, and the exports larger than in any 
former years except 1907 and 1908. The grand total 
of foreign commerce, including in this term all mer- 
chandise imported and exported except that included 
in the trade with the non-contiguous territories of the 
United States (Porto Rico, Hawaii, Guam, Tutuila 
and Alaska) amounted to $3,302,821,057 and is great- 
er than that of-any preceding year except 1907, when 
the total was $3,315,272,503. 

The excess of exports over imports in the fiscal year 
1910 is smaller than in any other year since 1896, be- 
ing $187,111,349, against 351,090,880 in the fiscal year 
1909, $666,431,554 in 1908, $446,429,653 in 1907, 
$517,302,054 in 1906, and $401,048,595 in 1905. This 
marked reduction in the excess of exports over im- 
ports is due to a falling off in the exportation of food- 
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stuffs and an increase in the importation of manu- 
facturers’ materials. 

The increase in imports of manufacturers’ mate- 
rials during the year occurred chiefly in ten great 
classes: hides and skins, india rubber, lumber, wood 
pulp, tin, cotton, iron ore, diamonds, wool, and chem- 
icals. 








THERE will not be any shortage of money this fall 
anywhere in the United States. This is the large im- 
personal view of the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington, whose hand is on 
the pulse of the nation’s financial and 
business life and represents the opinion 
of officials who constantly watch for symptoms of any 
stringency. 

Primarily the banks saw what looked like a money 
shortage coming several months ago. They knew 
they could expect no help from the United States 
Treasury, such as they got in 1908, and prepared 
themselves. They have piled up gold, built up re- 
serves, and cut down risky loans and bonds of other 
securities which might not be easy to sell have been 
turned into money. New loans have been closely 
scrutinized. By doing all that the banks have fortified 
themselves against an emergency. How well they did 
it was seen recently when $10,000,000 was moved out 
of New York to other banks and done easily.

1908. Because it has not the money. The expense 
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of digging the Panama Canal is from $2,000,000 to 
$4,000,000 a month and is a great drain on the na- 
tion’s ready cash. It was the intention to build the 
Canal with borrowed money obtained from sales of 
Panama Canal bonds. But for many reasons bonds 
could not be sold on favorable terms and Uncle Sam 
has been paying his Canal workers out of his cash 
drawer until now the Canal owes the Treasury $125,- 
000,000. 

One of the best reasons why Treasury officials be- 
lieve there will be no money stringency is that the 
National banks themselves are preparing to issue 
$500,000,000 extra currency, as the emergency cur- 
rency law provides, if they have to. Through the ef- 
forts of Secretary MacVeagh, banks in most of the 
large cities have prepared themselves, and others are 
getting ready. Mr. MacVeagh believes that common 
knowledge that such an immense sum is available 
would stop any general movement to take money out 
of banks and hoard it in stockings.

THE DIFFICULTIES OF SELLING HARDWARE 
AT A PROFIT, AND SOME PRACTICAL 
REMEDIES.

The difficulties of selling hardware at a profit may 
be generalized into four classifications: 

First:—The difficulty of obtaining and retaining a 
sufficient volume of business. 

Second :—In obtaining a fair margin of profit on 
what is sold. 

Third :—In collecting what is due. 

Fourth:—In keeping the expense account within 
bounds. , 

The man who can tell us in fifteen hundred words 
how to overcome these difficulties is too busy clip- 
ping coupons from gilt-edged bonds to enlighten us on 
the subject, but a few practical suggestions from suc- 
cessful dealers might be of assistance to others. 

In order to obtain a sufficient volume of business 
we must remember that we have a duty to perform. 
We are factors in the system created for the econom- 
ical distribution of merchandise and are entitled to a 
fair remuneration for our services. We cannot hold 
up or rob our customers, for as soon as we fail to 
perform our proper functions in the commercial world 
our places will be usurped by the mail-order houses 
or direct selling manufacturers. We must become 
familiar with the merits of our wares and instruct 
our customers as to the proper use and care of same. 

We must buy right, take advantage of every dis- 
count, and in turn sell right. A satisfied customer 
is a splendid advertisement. If we have something 
new, different or better than our competitor, if we 
have some special bargain to offer, we must tell the 
people so in our advertisements. It does but little 
good to advertise in a general desultory manner. We 
should make our advertisements readable—tell some- 
thing—give the people some reason why they should 
buy of us. : 

Don’t merely say that Jones’ hardware store is the 
best place in town to buy hardware, tinware, stoves, 
etc. Anyone can say that, but few will believe it or 
pay any attention to the statement. But we must offer 
something that we think the people want and tell 
why it is what they want, and if we tell the truth 
we will get results, or if we can make price induce- 
ments we will gain the attention of the public. A 
“trading place” is largely a matter of habit. We 
should try to get people in the habit of coming to 
our place of business. In rural districts it is a good 
plan to have farmer institute reports and agricultural 
bulletins for free distribution. Get the country tax 
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collector to make our store the headquarters for col- 
lecting taxes. In fact get as many desirable people 
“coming our way” as possible, and when they come 
treat them right. Slip a five-cent jack knife into the 
pocket of a little four-year-old occasionally. His fond 
parents will appreciate it, and the spirit of generosity 
is contagious. Absolute honesty in our dealings with 
customers as well as with those from whom we buy 
is absolutely essential to success. 

As to the importance of retaining the patronage 
acquired we would do well to remember Polonius’ 
advice to his son, “The friends thou hast and their 
adoption tried, grapple them to thy soul with hooks of 
steel.” A good customer may return a broken axe 
that under the warranty we are not required to make 
good, but if we replace it in a pleasant and agreeable 
manner we will probably make good our loss before 
he leaves the store. The good will of a customer is 
seldom worth less than the value of an axe, and the 
reputation of “making good” is worth a carload of 
axes, 

Neatness and the proper display of goods, window 
dressing and judicious advertising are subjects upon 
which volumes could be written, and though of the 
utmost importance in obtaining and retaining busi- 
ness they avail little unless we make a profit on what 
we sell. 

What is a reasonable profit, and how can we get it? 
We certainly can’t get it unless we ask it, and we 
musn’t ask it in an apologetic manner either. The 
average consumer does not object to paying us a 
profit; he expects to, but he does object to paying us 
more than his neighbor does, or to paying us more 
than he could have bought the same thing for else- 
where. Therefore, we must make one price to all 
and see that our competitor does not undersell us on 
the same class of goods. We should handle goods 
that are a little different from our competitors if it is 
possible to do so. 

There are two classes of trade to cater to. One 
class is willing to pay big prices if they get something 
good. Another class is always looking for something 
cheap. In the large cities one may cater to either class 
alone and be successful, as illustrated by the different 
types of department stores. In the rural districts 
where the volume is less, we must cater to both classes 
and learn the tastes of our individual customers. In 
adjusting our percentage of profit we musn’t let the 
welfare of our trade blind us as to the cost of doing 
business—another “deep water” subject. To the actual 
cost of the goods delivered must be added sufficient 
to cover clerk hire, rent (even though the building 
be our own), interest on the capital invested and a 
salary for ourselves. In doing this we should not 
fear our competitor, as he is just as much afraid of 
us as we are of him, and unless he does likewise there 
will probably be one less competitor to reckon with. 

Now about the third difficulty—collections. 

Some dealers recommend doing a strictly cash busi- 
ness, but in the rural districts this is impracticable and 
unwise, The best leverage that we have over the 
catalog houses is the fact that we know our custom- 
ers and can extend credit to those who are worthy. 
In charging items always give the customer a dupli- 
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cate slip covering the charge and have a definite un- 
derstanding when the same is to be settled. If he 
cannot meet the account when due, take a note, and if 
the note is not met when due take a new note includ- 
ing the accrued interest. In that way we get com- 
pound interest on the investment. Or, if the man is 
not thoroughly responsible, insist upon security. 
Should we get “stung,” as we sometimes will, by some 
one going wrong, handle the delinquent with a “velvet 
glove but an iron hand.” It seldom pays to bluff. 

Remember the old story about the dispute between 
the “Wind and the Sun” as to which could first make 
the man take off his coat. After the Wind had blown 
and blustered in vain, only to force the man to button 
his coat the tighter, the Sun came out gentle and warm 
at first, increasing its intensity until with perspiration 
streaming from his face, the man pulled off his coat. 

As to the matter of expense, we shouldn’t try to 
economize by hiring cheap help or selecting a poor 
location. The proper methods of saving are in cut- 
ting out needless labor and stopping the leaks. Many 
dollars are wasted annually by burning the scrap 
paper, old catalogs, etc., that could be baled and sold. 
We shouldn’t allow a seventy-five dollar clerk to black 
stoves, or allow a forty-dollar roustabout to wait on 
customers. 

The careful auditing of freight and express bills 
will result in a big saving. In fact, there are hun- 
dreds of little things that in the aggregate may mean 
success or failure as to whether they are attended to 
or neglected. 
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METAL DUTY CASES DECIDED. 








In sustaining a claim filed by an importer, the Board 
of United States General Appraisers has decided that 
under the terms of the Tariff act of 1909 wrenches 
or spanners are entitled to enter this country at the 
rate of 45 per cent ad valorem under the provision in 
the law for “manufactures of metal not specially pro- 
vided for.” The articles were assessed by the 
Customs authorities under paragraph 198 of the 
new Tariff as being “nippers and pliers of all kinds.” 
Under this classification duty was exacted at the rate 
of 8 cents a pound and 40 per cent ad valorem. 

General Appraiser Fischer finds in favor of the 
importer. He remarks that the case comes before the 
Board on the record and official samples. The samples 
before the Board represent the spanners as described 
on the invoice. The decision states that the claim of 
the importer appears to be well-founded. It is held 
that they are not of the class of so-called ‘jaw’ tools 
for which provision is made in another paragraph of 
the law. The classification at 45 per cent as claimed by 
the importer is accordingly sustained. 

The Board has reduced: the assessment of duty im- 
posed by the collector at New York on importations of 
fishing flies. The flies were returned for duty at the 
rate of 45 per cent as being composed in chief value of 
metal. The protestant maintaincd that the articles 
should be liquidated at 25 per cent on the ground that 
the flies are, in fact, composed chiefly of gut. This 
claim the Board sustains, the decision of the collector 
being reversed. 

A protest filed by an importing firm against the 
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assessment of duty at 8 cents a pound and 4o per cent 
ad valorem on cheap carpenters’ pinchers is overruled. 
It was alleged by the importer that the articles should 
be allowed to enter at 45 per cent as articles of metal 
not specially provided for. The protest is held by Gen- 
eral Appraiser Fischer to be without merit. 

Metal articles used for demonstration purposes are 
not to be regarded for dutiable purposes as “scrap,” 
according to a decision handed down by General Ap- 
praiser Fischer. The articles in question are cog 
wheels showing a fracture or breakage clamped with 
an iron band, and imported to show the Castolin. pro- 
cess in brazing metals. Duty was exacted under para- 
graph 199 of the Payne Act at 45 per cent ad valorem 
as articles of metal not specially provided for. The im- 
porter’s claim for a duty of only $1 per ton as “scrap” 
is denied. 

The Board has sustained a contention regarding the 
weight of the lead content in zinc ores. The customs 
tribunal holds that there was error in the return made 
by the classifying authorities and a reliquidation is or- 
dered in harmony with the claims of the importer. 

Lower ‘duty is accorded various ferros imported by 
a New York firm. Duty was exacted at the rate of 
20 per cent as unwrought metals not specially provided 


for.. The importers claimed a rate of $4 per ton by 
similitude to ferromanganese. This claim the Board 
sustains.

THE BRITISH COLUMBIA COMPANIES’ ACT. 








Under this Act every Extra-Provincial company 
having gain for its object, and not already chartered 
or licensed in the Province of British Columbia, must 
become either registered (i. e., incorporated) or 
licensed, before it can carry on any part of its busi- 
ness in that Province. Companies incorporated under 
the laws of any of the other provinces or of the Do- 
minion or of Great Britain or Ireland, may take out a 
license; all others must become registered. The dif- 
ference between registration and licensing is that in 
the case of the former the company becomes subject to 
all the provisions of the Act respecting annual returns, 
etc., which are somewhat onerous. The fees for 
license and registration are the same, and are based 
upon the nominal capital of the company. Besides the 
license or registration fees, there are certain fees for 
filing documents and publishing the certificate or 
license in the newspapers in British Columbia. Com- 
panies applying for license or registration must ap- 
point someone resident within the Province, under

power of attorney, to act for them within the Prov- 
ince, at least to the extent of serving and being served 
with legal process. In the case of registered com- 
panies, the attorney must have power to transfer stock. 
The Act imposes a penalty of $50 per day on a com- 
pany, and $20 per day upon its agents, for carrying on 
business contrary to its provisions, and*so long as 
the company remains unlicensed or unregistered, it is 
incapable of maintaining any proceedings in the courts 
of the Province to enforce any contract made in whole 
or in part in the Province, but where a license is sub- 
sequently obtained, it is retroactive, and validates any 
contracts previously entered into, which were unen- 
forceable by reason of noncompliance with the Act. 
The Act apparently covers carrying on business in 
any way, there being no exception, as there is in the 
laws of the other Provinces, in favor of business done 
through correspondence or through non-resident 
agents. Where a company has no resident agent, and 
no property within the Province, there would be con- 
siderable difficulty in enforcing the penalty. The 
provision of the Act which denies to unregistered or 
unlicensed companies access to the Provincial courts 
for the collection of accounts, is perhaps its most seri- 
ous feature, and constitutes a standing invitation to 
dishonest debtors to evade the payment of their obli- 
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gations. The question of the likelihood of the Pro- 
vincial authorities being able to enforce the penalties 
under the Act, or of customers taking advantage of 
the Act to evade the payment of their accounts, is one 
which must be settled by each company in view of its 
Own circumstances. 

There is a good deal of doubt as to whether the 
Province was within its constitutional rights in passing 
the Act in its present form. If the Province has ex- 
ceeded its power, the Act may be declared ultra vires 
by the courts, or disallowed by the Dominion Govern- 
ment. A stated case is at present before the Supreme 


Court, involving the whole question of the relative — 


powers of the Provinces and the Dominion over the 
incorporation of companies. Pending a ruling as to 
the constitutionality of the Act, however, the Provin- 
cial authorities have it within their power to cause 
considerable inconvenience to companies not comply- 
ing with the Act. Advice has been received from Brit- 
ish Columbia that the provincial authorities are pro- 
ceeding to strictly enforce the Act, and are preventing 
travelers for unlicensed companies from doing 
business.

THE COLD AIR SUPPLY IN FURNACE HEATING. 











Any person building a home or installing a furnace 
would be very unwise to fail to take advantage of the 
health-giving properties of warm air heating, but un- 
fortunately there are those who put money above all 
things in life, and frequent instances exist where fur- 
naces have been installed with no duct for supplying 
outside air to the heater, thus placing the furnace on 
the same basis as the common stove or steam or hot 
water heater. 

Stringent laws should be enacted. preventing the in- 
stallation of furnaces in this manner. It is not neces- 
sary, however, to take the entire supply of air from 
without, but no part of the air supply should come 
from the basement. It is essential that sufficient fresh 
air from without the building be furnished to replace 
the vitiated air thrown out by the occupants thereof, 
and that, of course, depends somewhat upon the num- 
ber of the occupants. By constructing air ducts, both 
from without and within, the supply from both sources 
can be regulated by applying a little judgment, and 
ideal results obtained. These ducts must be of ample 
size, equal to three-quarters of the combined capac- 
ity of all the hot air pipes, for while air is rarified con- 
siderably in being heated the air supply to the heater 
must be sufficient for filling all the pipes, or overheated 
casings and loss of heat by radiation in the basement 
will result. By means of dampers the supply of air 
may be regulated when only part of the rooms are 
being heated.—From “A Breath of Air,” issued by the 
Excelsior Steel Furnace Co., 517 W. Monroe St., 
Chicago.

A NEW STOVE OR FURNACE RADIATOR. 





Frank Fiebeger, of the May-Fiebeger Company, 
Akron, Ohio, has been granted United States Patent 
No. 970,483, on a stove or furnace radiator. The ra- 
diator comprises a dome adapted to be mounted on the 
heater portion of a stove or furnace, a hollow annular 
drum conoidal in cross-section embodying top, bottom 
and inner and outer walls, the drum surrounding the 
dome and spaced therefrom to provide an air space 
between the two, the drum having its inner wall pro-

vided with an inlet. There is a hollow neck for es- 
tablishing communication between the dome and in- 
let, the drum having the bottom thereof provided with 
an outlet at a point remote from the inlet, and the 
drum at a point adjacent to the outlet thereof later- 
ally enlarged to increase the area thereof whereby 
reverberatory action of the heated products of com- 
bustion is established to cause the retarding of the es- 
cape of same through the outlet by which the interior 
of the drum is constantly and completely filled with 
the heated products of combustion.

PARAGRAPHS. 


The last regular meeting of the Midland Club was 
held in the La Salle Hotel, Chicago, on Monday, Sep- 
tember 26, and was well attended. A feature of the 
meeting was an address by Prof. W. E. Watt of Chi- 
cago on “The Health, Value and Methods of Affording 
Proper Humidity.” Prof. Watt’s talk was well re- 
ceived by the furnace manufacturers. No change in 
prices of furnaces was made at the meeting. Prices 
continue to rule strong, stocks of furnaces among man- 
ufacturers being low. The next meeting of the Mid- 
land Club will be held in December. 

Steam appears in various forms. Saturated steam 
is that formed in a boiler ; it does not contain fine par- 
ticles of water mechanically suspended or mixed. 
That is, saturated steam does not contain “entrained” 
water, it is dry. Saturated steam always has a tem- 
perature corresponding to its pressure, both increas- 
ing at the same time. Wet steam contains water, 
mixed mechanically. If saturated steam, after leaving 
the boiler, is made to pass over surfaces hotter than 
the steam itself, it assumes a temperature in excess of 
that due to its pressure, and is then called superheated.

vertex lies at a point in the circle of the tcp, the four 
vertices making the division of the circle into quar- 
ters, and four quarters of inverted oblique cones whose 
bases are the quarter circles of the top and whose 
apices lie at the corners of the rectangle. 

Divide the plan at the top A B D E into any conven- 
ient number of equal spaces in such a manner that 
each quarter of the circle shall contain the same num- 
ber of spaces, and from the points of divisions in each 
quarter draw lines to the adjacent corner of the 
rectangle of the base, all as shown in Fig. 400. Thus, 
lines from the points in E D are drawn to’H and lines 
from points in D B are drawn to G, etc. 


sponds to the height S K of the elevation. O G is 
drawn at right angles to N G; on O G are the lengths 
of lines in D G B of the plan, and from the points 
thus obtained are drawn to N. Thus, G § of the 
diagram is equal to G 5 of the plan, G 6 of the dia- 
gram is equal to G 6 of the plan, etc. The triangles 
in F Q P correspond with the lines in A F B of the 
plan, as do those in S R J with the lines A J E in the 
plan. 

Before commencing to describe the pattern the seam 
or joint may, for convenience, be located at K E 
of the plan. The real length of the line K E of the 
plan is given by Q R in the side elevation, Fig. 399, 
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or the distance E K can be set off, as shown by H K 
in. Fig. 401. The dotted line K L will then be the 
distance from K in the base to E in the top. As it is 
necessary to obtain the pattern for the envelope that 
the patterns of the parts shall succeed one another 
in the order in which they occur in the plan, the meth- 
od of development here atlopted is that of construct- 
ing separately each small triangle. 

To begin, then, with the pattern of the part cor- 
responding to F B G of the plan. The length F’ G’ of 
the pattern, in Fig. 405, is established by the length 
F G of the plan in Fig. 400. With F’ of pattern as 
center and P 9 of Fig. 403 as radius, describe an arc, 
B’, which intersect with one struck from G’ of the 
pattern as center, and N 9 of Fig. 402 as radius, thus 
establishing the point B’ of the pattern. 

Then F’ B’ G’ is the pattern for that part of the 
article shown by F B G of the plan. From G’ of pat- 
tern as center, with radii corresponding to the hypoth- 
enuses of the triangles shown in O N G of Fig. 402, 
strike the arcs shown. Thus G’ 8 of the pattern is 
equal to N 8; G’7 of the pattern is equal to N 7, etc. 
With the dividers set to the same space used in step- 
ping off the plan, with B’, or 9 of the pattern as cen- 
ter, strike a small arc intersecting arc 8 previously 
drawn, thus locating the point 8. From 8 as center 
intersect arc 7, and so continue locating the points 
6 and 5. Through the points thus obtained can be 
traced the line B’ D’ Then G’ B’ D’ is the pattern for 
that part of the article shown on the plan by G B D. 
With G’ of the pattern as center, and G H of plan as 
radius, strike a small arc, H’, which intersect with 
one struck from D’ of pattern as center and L M 
of Fig. 401 as radius, thus establishing the point H’ 
of pattern. 

Connect G’ H’ and H’ D’ as shown. Then 
G’ H’ D’ is the pattern for that part of the article 
shown in plan by G H D. With H’ of pattern as 
center, and the hypothenuses of triangles in M L H 
of Fig. 401 as radii, strike arcs, as shown making H’ 4, 
H’ 3, H’ 2, H'r of pattern equal to L 4, L3, L2, L1, of 
the diagram of triangles. With the dividers set to the 
same space as was used in stepping off the plan, and 
commencing at 5, intersect each succeeding arc from 
the point obtained in the one before it, as shown by 
the small figures, 4, 3, 2, 1. Trace a line through the 
points thus obtained, and connect E’ H’, as shown. 
Then E’ D’ H’ is the pattern for that part of the 
article as shown on plan by E D H. With H’ of pat- 
tern as center, and H K of plan as radius, describe a 
small arc, which intersect with one struck from EF’ 
of pattern as center, and L K of Fig. 401, or what is 
the same, R Q of Fig. 399, as radius, thus establish- 
ing the point K’ of the pattern. Connect H’ K’ and 
K’ E’, as shown, which gives the pattern for that part 
of the article shown on the plan by H K E. 

The radii for striking the arcs in A’ F’ B’ of the pat- 
tern are found in Q P F of Fig. 403. The length 
F’ T’ of pattern is established by the length F J of 
the plan. The radii for striking the arcs in A’ T’ E” 
of pattern are found in S R J of Fig. 404. T’ L’ of 
the pattern corresponds with J K of the plan, and 
E” L’ of the pattern corresponds with L K of Fig. 4o1. 
Thus E” A’ B’ D’ E’ of the pattern is the stretch- 
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out of E A B D of the plan of the top, as 
L’' T’ F’ G’ H’ K’ of the pattern is the stretchout of 
K J F GH of the plan of the base.

THE SHEET METAL CONTRACTOR AND HIS 
POSSIBILITIES. 


(The urgent need of rust-resisting, anti-corrosive sheet 
metal. ) 
BY J. N. REMSEN. 

The optimistic sheet metal salesman must note with 
pleasure that within the last two or three years the 
complaints that formerly greeted him on his visits to 
his customers, have almost entirely ceased. It was for- 
merly quite common for sheet metal men to state that 
the trade was gradually going to the “demnition bow- 
wows.” When pressed for reasons for these pessimis- 
tic predictions the reply in nearly every case was the 
same: “Our trade is falling off because we can no 
longer give our customers the quality that they expect 
and are willing to pay for.” This wail was usually sup- 
plemented by the lament, “If we could only get the 
kind of sheet iron we used to get, more of it would 
be used.” 

A great many people praise the “good old times.” 
We often wonder if time could be turned back in its 
flight and they were again forced to meet the condi- 
tions prevailing in those “good old times,” whether 
they would not pray for a return to modern condi- 
tions. 

Beyond the question of a doubt, the real charcoal 
iron sheets that were imported into this country fifty 
years ago possessed superior corrosion-resisting quali- 
ties. But would they stand the stresses and strains 
that modern sheet metals are forced to endure? Any 
sheet metal worker of experience will answer in the 
negative.

COKE. 

No large coke contracts were placed and orders cov- 
ered small lots for immediate shipment. 

For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry coke, 
$2.25@2.50 is quoted for contracts and $2.00@2.25 for 
immediate shipments. Standard 48-hour Connellsville 
coke is quoted at $1.70@1.75 for shipment over the 
next six months. 

STEEL. 


The situation in the market for steel remained quiet. 
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Manufacturers are optimistic, expecting a renewal of 
buying from consumers in the near future. It is gen- 
erally believed in the trade that when the freight rate 
controversy is settled, activity in the steel market will 
be witnessed. Within the next few days, it is expect- 
ed, contracts for the Grand Trunk line covering 15,000 
tons of steel rails will be placed. The pending con- 
tract for 7,000 tons of structural material for bridge 
work will be placed soon by the Florida East Coast 
road. Other inquiries cover small lots for structural 
material, steel shapes and plates. 

The cheap crude steel has disappeared from the 
Pittsburgh market, and Bessemer billets showed a min- 
imum of $24.50 at the close of the week, with open- 
hearth billets $25.50, and sheet and tin bars up to 
$25.50 and $26, mill. There is still considerable idle 
crude steel capacity in the Pittsburgh market, however, 
with the mills restricting output to the bare needs of 
the market. No large stocks are being piled by produ- 
cers. 


PIG IRON. 

The call for pig iron is still of very moderate dimen- 
sions, and the bulk of the business passing is for early 
shipment, and, almost entirely for delivery before Jan. 
1. The furnaces are asking 50c@$1 ton premium over 
current prices for iron to be delivered in the first and 
‘second quarters of IgII. 

The northern furnaces are still selling their iron at 
relatively lower prices than other sections, and as low 
as $16.25 ton has been recently done. 

The Alabama furnaces appear to be in better posi- 
tion, and the bulk of the current business is being done 
on the basis of $11.50 ton, Birmingham, though a fair 
amount of business has been done on the basis of 
$11.25 ton. A little firmer tone is also noted in Vir- 
ginia iron, the current quotation, f. o. b. Roanoke, be- 
ing $13.50 ton. All quotations are for delivery this 
year. 

The promised revival of the pig iron inquiry for de- 
liveries the last few months of the year has failed to 
materialize in the Pittsburgh markets. Desultory buy- 
ing into 1911, last week, failed to create any excite- 
ment, and reluctance to give details of prompt sales 
from Valley furnaces in foundry, basic and malleable 
grades of iron would seem to indicate further 
shading, with a _ possibility that former mini- 
mums, considered rock bottom, have been slightly low- 
ered. The sale of 1,500 tons of Bessemer iron, by a 
Valley interest, for delivery to an Ohio consumer 
through the first quarter of 1911, at the flat price of 
$15, furnace, fixes the price on Bessemer iron for 1911 
delivery. There were rumors of spot Bessemer having 
been offered in small lots at $14.75, Valleys, but these 
could not be confirmed. 

The Commonwealth Steel Co. of St. Louis, closed 
at the end of the week for 5,000 tons of basic iron for 
delivery over the fourth quarter. The tonnage was 
given to southern Ohio furnaces, none of it coming to 
the valleys on account of the unfavorable freight rate. 

Basic iron for prompt shipment has been quoted 
father openly in the Pittsburgh market at $13.50, Val- 
ley furnace. One sale of 1,000 tons of basic and one 
of 1,200 tons, prompt, were reportec at $13.50 at fur- 
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nace, the freight rate for delivery to Pittsburgh terri- 
tory being 30 cents less than Valley rate, so that the 
iron stood the buyers delivered, $14.10. 

Malleable has been given a definite quotation of 
$14, Valleys, for any delivery over ‘the remainder of 
the year. In foundry irons, the make continues to be 
limited practically to current demand in the Pittsburgh 
district, and there has been no falling off in price 
levels, small lots of No. 2 iron commanding $14, Val- 
leys. Bids have gone in on the inquiry by an eastern 
radiator interest for 42,000 tons of foundry iron, for 
deliveries over the year 1911. Part of this tonnage is 
for delivery in the Pittsburgh district.

“Fair interest in the market and buying continues at a 
satisfactory rate. Inquiry has improved, but it is taking 
buyers a long time to get to the point of closing, and then 
frequently but for a portion of their original tonnage. 

“Locally there is a considerable range in prices, due to 
condition of order books; sellings by some furnaces at less 
than cost to keep their plants in operation, but mainly trace- 
able to buyers who insist that prices on round tonnages must 
be very favorable for the purchaser. 

“This attitude, coupled with the wish of manufacturers 
not to encourage business now for 1911 delivery, has so far 
been a strong brake on next year’s buying. In some quarters, 
however, where maker and consumer have been able to get 
together, buying for first quarter and first half has been pro- 
ceeding well. 

“Totals for September in a sales way are an improve- 
ment; consumption in most lines has not decreased, and in 
one or two instances others have revived during the month 
and bought for the first time in several months, 

“Coke is without change. Shipments and production are 


somewhat less.”

report: 

“Nothing of any special importance in the market this 
week, There are several large deals pending and they may 
be closed any day, but so far they are still open. The diffi- 
culty in regard to booking orders for future delivery comes 
solely from the refusal of the buyers to pay a premium over 
today’s spot prices for forward shipment. However, there 
has been considerable small buying and there is a steady in- 
quiry for little lots for immediate shipment. One of the 
odd and contradictory things in the situation is the strong 
demand for coke and its short supply. Ordinarily when the 
iron market is stupid coke follows suit, but this year coke 
has broken away and is a law unto itself. The heavy sales 
—— indicate that iron consumption is keeping up splen- 

idly 
“One of our friends in Birmingham, writing of the situa- 
tion there, frankly says: 

“*To my certain knowledge there are concerns here that 
are not making iron under a cost of $11.00. The people who 
refuse to buy either cotton or pig iron, or any other staple, 
when it is below the cost of production, are acting very un- 
wisely, in my opinion. Selling price is below the cost of 
production at many of the Southern furnaces. We had bet- 
ter keep our materials in the ground until better times than 
go on mining them and converting them into iron and then 
selling them for less than the cash-out-of-pocket cost of pro- 
duction.’ 

“This feeling is general in the South and in a very short 
time there will be there a most decided cutting down of 
output.”
